Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  July  17.  1 was  very  glad  to  get  the  clipping.  1 
heard  about  this  UFO  but  had  not  seen  a copy  of  it  until  your  latter  arrived. 

There  are  tnaay  diiierent  ways  in  which  this  UFO  could  have  come  abojit. 

First  of  ail,  remember  that  the  man  did  not  see  anything  in  me  sky.  He  was  just 
taking  pictures  of  the  stars  and  the  -hrails  show  clearly.  It  is  very  easy  to  get  a film 
light  struck*  First  of  all  th:.B  can  happen  in  the  developing.  There  may  be  some  fault 
in  the  developer  which  can  produce  this  sort  of  defacL.  The  person  nnight  have  had  a 
ahuttsr  that  stack  and  momentarily  at  least  as  be  waved  his  camera  around  happened 
to  point  it  toward  a fairly  bright  light.  7'he  shutter  might  not  ^tick  again.  I know  of 
several  UFOs  that  are  due  to  this  affect*  Also  in  loading  or  unloading  the  camera 
he  might  have  inadvertently  exposed  the  film.  It  would  be  ibte  re  sting  to  know  whether 
this  was  either  the  first  or  the  last  film  on  the  reel*  Sometimes  a mirror  mechanical 
abrasion  can  causa  development  of  the  Image*  V/e  are  not  sure  whether  the  man  who 
took  the  picture  did  the  development  or  not.  There  have  been  xrxany  similar  unexpected 
Images  on  photographic  films  that  have  been  reported  as  UFOs,  some  very  similar 
to  this.  He  says  that  he.  took  precautions  so  that  an  automobile  headlight  would  not 
shine  into  the  lens*  But  1 would  like  to  know  whether  he  used  a flashlight  or  not. 
Sometimes  the  light  from  a flashlamp,  even  if  not  directly  shtniag  in  the  lens,  will 
shine  in  indirectly  reflected  perhaps  from  a wristwatch  or  a ring.  The  fact  that  some 
one  of  the  UFO  "study  groups"  confirmed  that  this  was  a true  UFO  does  not  impress  me* 
Nor  does  toe  statement  that  this  group  "works  closely  with  tna  Air  Force,  " which  is 
manifestly  inaccurate  and  probably  untrue.  The  rectangular  motions  are  of  no  signi- 
flcance  either*  The  only  reported  angular  movements  that  1 know  of  are  those  on  radar, 
not  on  visual  saucers*  Nor  would  1 completely  rule  out  the  "playful  child".  The  argu* 
ment  about  the  focus  does  not  convince  because  secondary  reflectiona/could  have  occured 
that  would  have  produced  this  sort  of  an  effect*  X would  like  to  see  an  enlargement  or 
copy  (In  color)  of  the  original.  I ahoiald  also  like  to  ask  the  photographer  whether  his 
camera  luco  mat  leal  ly  shifts  the  frame  or  not.  I am  trying  to  eliminate  the  possibility 
of  an  accidental  double  exposure. 


He  states  that  "what  it  photographed  was  definitely  tn  the  aky.  " Me  fur  the  r 
states  that  he  kept  the  camera  in  constant  view.  C.ot  he  also  said  that  he  had  r.o^  seen 
the  object.  I maintain  that  there  is  no  proof  that  It  was  defintely  in  the  sky  or  that  U

1 am  quite  sure  that  the  person  who  made  the 
observation  Is  honest  and  reliablst  But  if  he  is  an  expert  photographer,  he  should 
know  that  what  I have  dald  about  possible  defects  is  true.  lam.  therefore,  sending 
him  a copy  of  my  letter.

In  a by* 
lined  story  in  the  Quincy  Patroit'Ledger, 
Mr.  Pothier  described  his  experience 
which  took  place  on  either  the  25th  or 
26th  of  June  1963. 

Pothier  was  taking  time  photos  of  stars 
in  order  to  record  the  tracks  of  tame, 
from  his  back  yard  at  Wollaston,  Mass. 
His  equipment  consisted  of  a Japanese 
35  mm.  camera  on  a tripod.  He  was 
using  kodschrorae  X film.  Other  than 
checking  the  distance  he  did  not  touch 
the  equipment  until  30  minutes  after  he 
opened  the  shutter,  when  he  returned  to 
close  it 

Two  weeks  later  Polheir  had  the  film 
developed.  On  the  slide  he  immediately 
spotted-  something  which  shouldn’t  have 
been  there — a clear  pattern  of  lights 
which  .moved  into  the  camera's  view, 
hovered  in  at  least  10  spotsi  maneuvered, 
then  left  the  camera’s  view  again. 

In  Potbier*a  own  words:  **nie  time  ex- 
posure was  able  to  capture  all'  this,  and 
the  intensity  of  the  lights  on  the  color 
slide  clesrly  show  just  where  the  lights 
stopped  and  moved,  leaving  either  an 
image  of  the  lights  or  a colored  track. 
In  back  of  the  orange,  white  and  silver 
lights  and  tracks  were  the  star  trails 
which  was  originally  the  purpose  of  one 
of  the  shots.". 

Pothier  eventually  showed  the  photo 
slide  to  Stephen  Putnam,  a mechanical 
engineer,  APRO  member  and  President 
of  tbe  Two-State  UFO  Groups  of  Egypt, 
Mass.  Putnam,  in  a statement  to  the 
Patriot-Ledger  said  after  a three-hour 
study  of  the  slide,  that  the  lights  seemed 
to  be  arranged  on  a single  object  which 
never  changed  its  attitude  relative  to 
the  ground,  and  appeared  to  make  90 
degree  turns  without  turning  itself.  Be- 
cause the  lights  ranged  in  color  from 
orange  to  white  to  silver,  never  changed 
their  relative  position,  they  were  ap- 
parently mounted  on  the  same  frame*
